President Nixon today the draft 
can be elimimated next year 
and the armed forces switched 
gradually to an all-volunteer 
basis with higher pay and other 
reforms. 


The commission told Nixon 


"the nation's interests will be 
better served by an all-volunteer 


force, supported by an effective 
standby draft, than by a mixed 
force of volunteers and con- 
scripts." 


The 15-member group, set up 


last March, recommended that 
the Nixon administration ask 
Congress for prompt enactment 
of pay increases, particularly 
for young first enlistment 
servicemen and lieutenants, and 
other 
improvements.

Achievement of an all- 


volunteer military force would 
carry out a major compaign 
pledge by Nixon. 


The panel estimated it would 


cost about $3.24 billion to put the 
new draft-free force into effect 
the first year. This would raise 
the defense budget for fiscal 1971 
to a total of more than $75 
billion.

should be, but offered proposals 
for a two-million man force to 
cost between $1.5 billion and $4.6 
billion for a three million-man 
force on a continuing basis.

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) — 


Six thousand North Vietnamese 
troops seized the Plain of Jars 
today, driving U.S. - supported 
government forces back in a 
bloody withdrawal.

Suspicious Crash Of

WUERENLINGEN,

zerland (AP) — A Swissair 
passenger plane bound for 
Israel with 47 passengers and 
crew crashed into a forest 200 
feet from Switzerland's first 
atomic research reactor today. 
There were no survivors. 


The aircraft — Swissair flight 


330 — had taken off from Zurich 
for Tel Aviv. 


Almost immediately after the 


crash an investigation com- 
mission was dispatched to the 
scene by helicopter, following 
unconfirmed reports of an ex- 
plosion aboard the plane as it 
flew over Wuerenligen. 


Swissair and Zurich airport 


officials refused to discuss the 
cause of the crash, or speculate 
whether the aircraft was 
sabotaged. 


Wuerenlingen chief forester 


Hans Zehnder said witnesses 
saw the plane in flames as it 
dived into the forest near the 
reactor, situated on the banks of 
the Aair River, west of Zurich. 


He said the aircraft was 


destroyed, adding: "There is not 
one single piece of wreckage 
longer than one meter (yard). 
Nor are there any bodies. All 
that is left are arms, legs, heads. 
It's ghastly."

Better Beef The Cattleman's Goal 


Mother Nature, with all her 


capricious whims, is still, as 
always, a dominant factor in the 
production of beef. But man and 
science have teamed 
up 


together, to aid her when she'll 
let them, and outwit her when 
she won't. 


Nature makes the rules for the 


complex 
phenomenon 
of 


heredity which permits wide 
differences to occur among 
offspring of the same pan- of 
parents, in both man and beast. 
Man can not change this, but 
through observation and study, 
he can select as breeding 
animals only those cattle which 
produce better than average 
offspring. 


For many years livestock 


producers have used selective 
breeding to produce beef cattle 
that grew bigger faster than 
their ancestors in hopes that 
when weather was right and 
prices good they would realize a 
better profit. 


But in recent years, the 


consumer has taken a hand in 
the beef business, too. Con- 
sumers want quality beef that is 
tender, juicy and flavorful, but 
they don't want beef that is 


excessively fat. So the cowman 
has turned to the colleges and 
universities for help in deter- 
mining which of their beeeding 
animals will produce offspring 
which will meet consumer 
demands for quality beef with a 
minimum of fat. 


This isn't an easy assignment. 


As yet the best animals can not 
be positively identified until 
they become carcasses hanging 
in the packing house cooler. But 
ranchers and meat scientists 
are 
compiling 
endless 


production and carcass data 
which someday will enable them 
to predict with certainty which 
animals will produce the kind of 
beef the consumer wants. 


Breeding is not the only area 


where progressive livestock 
men use a scientific approach. 
The basis for cattle production is 
the utilization of relatively 
cheap animal feeds. The vast 
rangelands and pastures across 
the nation, which constitute 
about half our total land area 
and which are not capable of 
producing other crops suitable 
for human consumption, are the 
key to our livestock industry. 
The cowman uses these for 


forage and hay to sustain his 
breeding herd, and to grow 
young animals on until they are 
big enough for breeding or for 
fattening. 


Consumer 
insistence 
on 


quality beef dictates that almost 
all cattle to be converted to 
block beef must undergo a 
period 
of intensive feeding.Here again, 
cattle feeder to provide him with 
methods of economically con- 
verting grain, hay and many 
kinds of farm by-product feeds 
into nutritious beef. Modern 
cattle diets give considerable 
emphasis to minerals, vitamins, 
enzymes and hormones. In 
contrast to times gone by when 
cattle were not considered ready 
for slaughter until they were 
three or four years old, the 
modern beef steer reaches the 
desirable slaughter condition 
and weight of 1,000 to 1,100 
pounds before he is two years 
old. This is a positive factor in 
unproved beef quality.

develop a chemical that will 
discourage the aphids.

Better Beef The Cattleman s Goal 


Mother Nature, with all her 
capricious whims, is still, as 
always, a dominant factor in. the 
production of beef. But man and 
science 
have 
team ed 
up 
together, to aid her when she’ll 
let them, and outwit her when 
she won’t. 
Nature makes the rules for the 
com plex 
phenom enon 
of 
heredity which permits wide 
differences to occur am ong 
offspring of the same pair of 
parents, in both man and beast. 
Man can not change this, but 
through observation and study, 
he can select as breeding 
animals only those cattle which 
produce better than average 
offspring. 
For many 
years livestock 
producers have used selective 
breeding to produce beef cattle 
that grew- bigger faster than 
their ancestors in hopes that 
when weather was right and 
prices good they would realize a 
better profit. 
But in recent y ears, the 
consumer has taken a hand in 
the beef business, too. Con­ 
sumers want quality beef that is 
tender, juicy and flavorful, but 
they don’t want beef that is 


excessively fat. So the cowman 
has turned to the colleges and 
universiti.es. for help in deter­ 
mining which of their beeeding 
animals will produce offspring 
which will m eet consum er 
demands for quality beef with a 
minimum of fat. 
This isn’t an easy assignment. 
As yet the best anim als can not 
be positively identified 
until 
they become carcasses hanging 
in the packing house cooler But 
ranchers and m eat scientists 
are 
com piling 
endless 
production and carcass data 
which someday will enable them 
to predict with certainty which 
animals will produce the kind of 
beef the consumer wants 
Breeding is not the only area 
w here progressive livestock 
men use a scientific approach. 
The basis for cattle production is 
the utilization of relatively 
cheap anim al feeds The vast 
rangelands and pastures across 
the nation, 
which 
constitute 
about half our total land area 
and which are not capable of 
producing other crops suitable 
for human consumption, are the 
key to our livestock industry. 
The cowman uses these for 


forage and bay to sustain his 
breeding herd, and to grow 
young anim ats on until they are 
big enough for breeding or for 
fattening. 
C onsum er 
insistence 
on 
quality beef dictates that almost 
all cattle to be converted to 
block 
beef must 
undergo a 
period 
of intensive feeding.Here again, 
cattle feeder to provide him with 
methods, of economically con­ 
verting grain, hay and many 
kinds of farm by-product feeds 
into nutritious beef 
Modern 
cattle diets give considerable 
emphasis to minerals, vitamins, 
enzym es and horm ones. In 
contrast to times gone by when 
cattle were not considered ready 
for slaughter until they were 
three or four years old, the 
modern beef steer reaches the 
desirable 
slaughter 
condition 
and weight of 1,000 to 1,100 
pounds before he is two years 
old.

Stadium with the signing of all 
but one player, shortstop Cesar 
Gutierrez, who is en route from 
Venezuela. 


Detroit's second foremost 


pitcher, Mickey Lolich, and first 
baseman Norm Cash signed 
their contracts Friday morning.

The question of whether an 
American soldier can or should 
refuse an order he considers 
contrary to international laws of 
war — a subject that since the 
My Lai incident has become a 
matter of national conscience

The exact question of the Feb.

Army instruct every soldier to 
ignore any military order to 
engage in conduct that he 
reasonably believes is contrary 
to the international law of w ar?”

In the U.S., such factors as 


patriotism, loyalty to the troops 
overseas and allegiance to the 
codes of military discipline have 
further confused the issue and 
caused widespread division of 
opinions. Recent Harris polls 
found that on the question of 
shooting civilians who help the 
enemy in time of war, 40 per 
cent felt the action was justified, 
41 per cent felt it was not and 19 
per cent were not sure. As for 
My Lai incident itself, 66 per 
cent of Americans felt the 
soldiers involved should be let 
off if they prove they did the 
killing under orders, 15 per cent 
favored court martials and 19 
per cent were undecided 
The laws of war established 
three principal types of war 
crimes:

They are 
the Nielsen 
families. 
If you can please these 1.200 
families, network executives 
will cater to you, sponsors will 
flock to your program and the 
public will adore you. 
If you don’t, it’s oblivion for 
your show after 13 weeks on the 
air. 
That, of course, is a simplified 
version of how the ratings work. 
But the numbers do determine 
program 
popularity, 
and 
delivering a big audience for a 
sponsor is what the television 
business is all about. 
Supremacy 
in 
the ratings 
means 
higher 
advertising 
revenues, and this year the 
stakes are higher than ever. 
NBC is making a serious, 
determined effort to wrest first 
place from CBS — which it has 
held since 1955 — and has taken 
an early lead. ABC is making its 
best showing in years 
The daily and weekly ratings 
are analyzed, evaluated, in­ 
terpreted and sometimes cursed 
by such subscribers as the 
networks, 
producers, 
ad­ 
vertising agencies, advertisers 
and talent agencies. 
The 1,200 families in the basic 
national Nielsen survey are 


selected to present the nation’s 
58 million television households. 
A company spokesman contends 
the sampling conforms to U. S. 
Census projections in population 
distribution, income, education 
levels and racial mixture. 
A new group of families is 
picked each year. 
Nielsen 
prim arily counts 
households rather than total 
number of viewers. 
When a family agrees to 
participate, an Auditmeter is 
attached to its TV set and it 
records on a punched tape 
whether the set is on and to 
which channel it is tuned. A 
once-a-minute scan allows the 
meter 
to 
detect 
channel 
twisters. 
The tape cartridge is mailed 
in weekly 
and participating 
families receive 50 cents as a 
handling fee. Nielsen also pays 
half of their TV repair bills. 
The names of Nielsen families 
are kept secret so that they 
cannot be influenced in their 
viewing. 
While the ratings are always 
considered 
in 
determining 
whether to keep a show, they are 
not always the last word. 
NBC kept “Star Trek” on 
after 
announcing 
its 
can­ 
cellation because of the reaction 
of a loyal audience that included 
well-educated and high-income 
people 
This is one way the 
millions who will never be in­ 
cluded in a Nielsen sample can 
express their opinions.
